‘ Epidemics Next Year, 


A Wonderful Mirage Caused by the Wash- 
ington Monument—How Campaign Clubs 
Annoy a National Oommittee — The 
Democratic Congressional Majority, 


here that this country is to escape this year both 
the epidemics which have been so much feared—the 
yellow fever and the cholera. Of course it is early 
to speak with positive assurance either, 
but if the weather continues favorable it is believed 
that the quarantine along the southern line wil] be 
sufficient to keep yellow fever out of the country, 
while hs to the cholera the sureness of the reports 
on the other side of the water that the disease will 
not reach us this year, only re-echoes the convic 
tions of those who have studied the matter from 
this standpoint. This fact does not, 
however, warrant anybody in supposing that vigi- 
lance may be for a moment relaxed. Indeed, it 
really means that it must be renewed, for it is gen- 
erally conceded among medical men that if the 
cholera does not reach this country this year it is 
very likely to do so next season in some form. The 
result is that there will be a necessity for a continua- 
tion, during the next year, of the precautions which 
have this year been successful in keeping the disease 
out of the country.

LABOR VS, LAW, 


The Miners of Hocking Valley Up in 
Armed Resistance. 


They Declare Against Rack Legs,“ 
Imported Labor, Reduced Wages 
and New Machinery. 


— — 


To-Day’s List of the Killed and Wounded— 
The Mine Owners Arise to Explain—Gov. 
Hoadly and the Troops Out- Mob Law 


Galore. 


By Telegraph to ths Post-Dispatch. 

Crsomexati, O., September 1.—-A most alarming 
condition exists in the Hocking Valley, and the most 
sericus results may be expected if the indications of 
Baturday night point to a united purpose on the part 
of the ininers to right their wrongs by their own hands 
Thousauds of men in that valley have been out of 
employment for months, and the prospect of any 
betterment of their condition grows darker as their 
tneans of subsistence grow lighter and lighter. They 
are residents of the locality, and their wives and 
children depend on their work in the mines for food 
and clothing. The mine owners have closely combined 
to prevent the success of the miners’ strike. At 
great expense they have procured foreign cheap 
la r. Italians and negroes, or anybody that could 
be had willing to work at lower rates, and have 
found it necessary to put guards around the mines 
where these blacklegs, as the miners call 
them, are employed, to prevent violence from the 
striking miners, Until Saturday night there had 
been no outbreak of consequence. There are sigus 
that this was the beginning of a desperate attempt 
to drive away the blacklegs“ by force, but there is 
difficulty in getting unbiased accounts, so bitter is 
the feeling on both sides.One account states that the 
burning of the hoppers at Straitsville was 
dove while guards were 

DRUNK OR ASLEEP, 
and that they charge it onthe strikers to relieve 
themselves of biame. An apparently fair 
account of the Snake Hollow out- 
break says the rumors of trouble culminated 
Sunday morning at half-past one, by an attack of 
armed strikers, variously estimated at from eseven- 
ty-five to 100, resulting in the killing of one guard 
instantly and the wounding of two others seriously, 
and it is known that quite a number were shot 
on the other side, but it is impossible 
t ascertain the names. Until recently Snake Hol- 
low bas been guarded by thirty-five Pinkerton 
guards. A few daysago they were transferred to 
other points and replaced by guards from Logan 
and that neighborhood, twenty-two in number, 
armed with breech-loading navy guns 
and a brace of revolvers each. 
At the time of the attack but seven 
guards were on duty. They gave the alarm and 
opened fire; the rest of the guards rallied, and 
for ten minutes a continued,fire was kept up. More 
than 1,000 shoté were exchanged and the strikers 
were at last driven back. Wm. O'Hara of 
Logan, an old veteran of the late war, was doing 
guard duty at the time. The strikers no doubt 
knew his position as he was taken by surprise. He 
was heard to say: “For God's sake, gentlemen, 
have mercy,” and was instantly shot dead, more 
than

entering his body literally tearing away his shoul- 
der. Ile was an industrious man, much esteemed, 
and well known in Logan. He leaves a wife. Jacob 
Lift, ex-police officer of Logan, was shot through 
the calif of the leg by buckshot. His wound is vot 
considered dangerous. 

Adam Bawier,a German and unmarried, aged 
about . was shot in the head by buckshot; scalp 
wound, not dangerous. Barney Donnelly, Albert 
Riggs and Wmam Humphrey, track-layers, were 
asieep in a barn, just outside of the picket line. The 
barn was surrounded by the strikers and ail three 
captured. Donneily was knocked down and badly 
beaten, but the others escaped. Ihad a talk with 
Donnelly. He says there were about seventy-five in 
the party. All were masked. Some had their faces 
blackened, others had handkerchiefs tied over them 
and all were armed with shot guns, pistol 
and rifies. He Las that while he was with 
them, one was shot down and fell into the arms of 
another and was carried off. He thinks several 
were badly wounded. From Donnelly's statement. 
it appears that a second attack was to be made. He 
says: “After being captured I was taken out on the 
road about one-fourth of a mile, where reinforce 
men's were expected. The man who appeared to 
be leader said: ‘Boys, it is no use to-night; our rein-

HAVE BACKED OUT.

MORE MINERS OUT. 

Co_vmars, Onto, Sept. 1— The miners in the Ohio 
Central region, along Sunday Creek, went out to- 
day on the pretext of not getting the September 
advance. They are expected to join the Hocking 
Valley strike, being adjacent. 

Nothing has been heard here yet from the Gov- 
ernor and party. Troops are still held in waiting. 
Advices from Hocking Valley indicate that the 
firing around the mines and in the woods last night 
resulted in no casualties, 

HOW IT BRGAN, 

Cotvumnrva, Onto, September 1.—The miners at 
Snake Hollow,in Hocking Valley, attacked the 
guards at 2 o'clock yesterday morning, 
killing one, and wounding two others. 
About 8000 miners in al made the 
attack. One of the hoppers was burned Saturday 
Hight, at a loss of about $11,000. Communication is 
cut off and information very vague. The Columbus 
and Hocking Valley officials have run down a 
especial train and further trouble is 
anticipated. Later in the morning the rioters 
attacked the guard at Land Run aud Longstreth 
Mines. Sheriff McCarty of Hocking County, after 
exhausting all meansin his power to suppress the 
mob, sent for the militia, and Gov. Hoadly 
ordered out the Columbus battalion of 
the Fourteenth Regiment. The Governor's Guards, 
the Lancaster, Circleville and New Lexington com- 
panies have also been sent to the scene of action. 
The last wire was cut late last night, and the Gov- 
ernor himself has taken a special train and gone to 
he place of the riot.

AMONG the other matters which are to be 
brought to the attention of the Postal Congress 
that meets at Lisbon, in October, are two prop- 
ositions which will attract more than usual 
attention. The first is a scheme for the insur- 
ance of valuable letters transit. The plan 
proposed is to ascertain a fair rate of insurance, 
by examination of the postal statistics of the 
world, and charge a fixed sum to be 
paid, as postage is paid, by stamps on 
thé letter containing the valuables.” This 
being done the government of each country 
guarantees the delivery of the package. The 
limit of valuc it is proposed to fix at 10,000 
francs. This scheme is said not to meet with 
the approbation of the United States postal 
authorities, but it will be urged by the French 
and German delegates to the Congress, In 
Italy for some time past, books of indentifica- 
tion hays been issued by the Post Office for 
the use of commercial travelers and others 
desiring to be indentified away from home for 
different purposes. The Italian Govern- 
ment will bring this scheme before 
the Congress and urge its general adop- 
tion, as it has been found to work 
well in Italy, and the Italians want to see it ex- 
tended over other countries. By application to 
the Postmaster, a person proves himself to be 
JoHN JonES. Then JOHN JONES’ signature and 
description is sent to all the piaces at which he 
desires to be identified by the Post Office author- 
ities. A number of matters of detail will come 
before the Congress, the chief of these being a 
more satisfactory handling of the general 
money order business and a return-paid inter- 
national postal. card.

Police have arrived in Warsaw to make ready 
for the reception of the Czar. They will work 
for the next week in hunting for the dynamite 
cartridges which the Nihilists are supposed to 
ha ve placed in position for their little demon- 
stration of welcome, and if the hidden dangers 
are obliterated the meeting of the three Em- 
perors will pass off without incident. Still it 
must be annoying to be continually expecting 
several pounds of nitro-glycerine to let go. 
While the Czar is on his feet telling his imperial 
brethren that this is the happiest moment of 
his life and that there are times when 
the feelings overpower one, the mere 
spilling of a waiter with the corn beef 
and cabbage on it, will send cold chills racing 
up and down his back, and make him condemn 
the false economy which sent only 500 men 
to Warsaw when he might have sent five thou- 
sand. And for the Emperors of Germany and 
Austr ia also the meeting will have its excite- 
ments. Both of these gentlemen have had an 
occasional experience with assassins, but they 
recognize the fact that the Russian variety of 
that product of high civilization is a very dif- 
ferent article from theirown. A conference 
which the Nihilists have taken a contract to 
break up, and, from the police precautions, this 
seems to belong to that class, may get safely 
through with its work, but the gentlemen con- 
ferring will not waste any time. Things will be 
greatly expedited, and there will be little use- 
less debate or obstruction. The chief business 
will be to concert measures against the Social- 
ists, and this fact will add to the nervousness of 
the Congress of three. It is a ticklish meeting 
and each one of the Emperors undoubtedly 
wishes it were well over. Such a pot-shot will 
seldom come within the range of one lot of 
dynamite cartridges again.

A DISGRACEFUL CHARGE.

How He was Captured Despite Warn- 
ing Telegrams.

He Acknowledges That Tillotson Was to be 
Protected for §100 a Month— But Declares 
That He was an Innocent Victim Au 
Through, and is Now a Bloody Fool. 


The publication in the Post-Dispatos of Saturday 
of the sensation in which Joseph A. Robertson and 
Daniel Wheatley, the tailor, figured, was against 
the protest of Major Harrigan, who argued 
that, if the parties concerned were to 
learn of their danger before 
Wheatley's return to the city, pains would be taken 
to inform Wheatley by telegraph and keep him 
from coming home. When the publication was 
finally determined upon, however, he made up his 
mind to do all in his power to thwart 
any effort that might be made to get 
notice to Mr. Wheatiey. Accordingly he sent three of 
his most reliable ‘detectives out to meet the New 
York trains on the three lines from the East. Each 
of them was provided with a very accurate de- 
scription of Mr. Wheatiey, aud each was informed 
that he must take every precaution to prevent Mr. 
Wheatley from getting the benefit of any telegram 
that might be sent from St. Louis to intercept 
him. Sergeant Burke, chief of detectives, met the 
Wabash train near the Indiana line, but soon dis- 
covered that his man was not aboard Watching for 
telegrams, however, he, by some accident, came into 
possession of the foilowing: 

“Sr. Louis. August 90. 1884. 
“To Daniel Wheatley,on sleeper of Wabash train go- 

ing West, Decatur, III. 

“Under no circumstances come to St. Louis until 
you see some one from here. Stop off and wire— 
(mentioning the name of one of Mr. Jos. A. Robert- 
son's attorneys) where you are. There is a warrant 
out for your arrest on serious charges. This is im- 
perative for your own safety. See St. Louis papers, 
but don't cross river. A Fam.“ 

SERGEANT BURKE 
fetched this trophy home, only to learn at the Union 
Depot that Billy Desmond had been more lucky than 
he. Desmond went out to meet the Bee Line train, 
which he boarded at Terre Haute, Ind. Interview- 
ing the porter and conductor of the New York 
sleeper, he S00n mado sure that his 
man, or a twin brother of hia, was 
on board. Securing a position which enabled him 
to keep posted on any movement that Wheatley 
might make to get off, he kept a sharp lookout for 
telegrams. At Decatur, a telegram was brought ino 
by the operator, which, under Des- 
mond's instructions, the conductor re- 
ceived. Wheatley was still asleep, and the 
telegram was withheld from him out of considera- 
tion for his comfort. Asthe train neared East St. 
Louis, Desmond went in and entered into conversa- 
tion with Wheatiey, whom he knew well, and who 
wanted to know wot the bloody ‘ell he was doing 
over there on that train. When the 
train had passed the center of the bridge and was in 
St. Louis territory, the conductor, under the detect- 
ive’s instructioas, approached Wheatley and handed 
him the telegram. Just as Wheatley took it, how- 
ever, Desmond reached out and rescued it, remark- 
ing: “I'll take charge of that, Mr. Wheatley.“ 
MR. WHEATLEY LAUGHED 

at the very good joke and wanted to know what he 
meant. Desmond replied that he meant that Mr. 
Wheatley was bis prisoner, aad he would have ample 
oppprtunity to read the telegram when he reached 
the Four Courts. Mr. Wheailey breathed very hard in- 
deed, and being quite fat and short-necked, he grew 
quite apoplectic at the discovery of his arrest, 
They proceeded to the Chief's office, where he was 
held until Tillotson, on whose representation the 
prosecution was instituted, could be found. Tillot- 
son appeared within an hour, and then with Sergt, 
Burke as a witness, the Chief brsught Wheatiey and

Wheatley was in a state of embarrassment and con- 
fusion that was pitiable. Being questioned he at 
first denied everything, but when he learned how 
much was kaown, he made a point-blank acknow!l- 
edgement that there was an arrangement by which 
Tillotson was to pay Robertson 58100 
her month for the purposes of being protected in 
bis poker game, and that he (Wheatley) had only 
acted as a mutual friend, getting not one dollar of 
the money for bis services. He bore out the 
statement of Tillotson that on the occasion 
described by the latter, he (Wheatley) had 
advanced $100 to Tillotson in the form of a check, to 
pay Robertson for one month's protection. Only 
part of this loan, he said, has been paid. Robertson,

HAD OFTEN MET TILLOTSON 
at his place, but they talked apart and he did not 
hear much that they said. Being asked about that en- 
velope addressed to Chief Harrigan which was made 
to figure in the story, he said that such an envelope 
did figure. He said (hat after the check passed Mr. 
Robertson went out and soon sent hima letter ad- 
dressed to Chief Harrigan, to be forwarded. He 
(Wheatiey) gave the letter to bis son Frank, who 
took it to the Four Courts, and came back with the 
report that the Chief's answer was No.“ 
THE CHIEF 

at this poiut asked him if he felt sure the letter had 
been delivered, and he said it had. The Chief im- 
mediately sent an officer down to bring in Frank 
Wheatley, the son. 

The young man came in a few moments later. look - 
ing thoroughly terrified. He was asked 
if he had ever carried «4 letter 
to Chief Harrigan under the circumstances men- 
tioned.
